Rousing Dsmonstration in 
the Opera House 


Hon. G. W. Ross, Premier of Ontario, 
addreaBed a large gathering of the electors 
at the opera house, Tuesday evening. The 
weather conditions were decidely unfavor¬ 
able, hot nevertheless that did not prevent 
the hall from being paoked. and no doubt 
had the weather not been strong and 
blustering many would have been sore¬ 
ly oisaappointed as they would have been 
unable to gain admittance. Even under 
the adverse oonditiona there waa standing 
room only. A large Union Jack Hag was 
waa tastily arranged overhead the stage 
and the following mottos adorned the walla : 

“A Hearty Welcome to the Premier of 
Ontario.” 

“Thirty years of pure and Progressive 
Government” 

“Ross and Continued Progress and 
Prosperity.”

Ross’ old-time vigor, with special reference 
to the great work of building up Ontario, 
which now more than ever lies at the door 
of whatever Government may be in power. 
The ringing periods of bis opening speech, 
his freqaent dashes of humor and ironical 
thrusts at hia opponents, his masterly and 
impartial review of the attitude of the two 
parties respecting corruption, and his 
optimistic views of tbe great Province, 
were in tbe Premier’s best style, and his 
steady maintenances of vigor during a two 
hours’ address should give hope to every 
liberal for a brilliant and active oarapaign.

MR. M. S. MADOLE. 

Mr. M. S. Madole, Liberal candidate in 
Lennox, was introduced a* ibu gentloman 
who had been elected at the last election, 
but was not allowed to take his eeat. Mr.

Apple and Orange Jolly.—Use an

.iell.v l ag, to strain out the juice. 
Measure the juice, and to each pint 
of apple juice add one of boiled or¬ 
ange juice and a pound of sugar, and 
boil them together, removing the 
scum that rises, until a little, cool¬ 
ed upon a saucer, forms a jelly. 
Then take the kettle off the stove, 
let the jelly partly cool and pour 
it into glasses. When cold seal it up 
like any other preserve. 

WHEN EGGS ARE SCARCE. 

fn m aking squash and pumpkin 
pies without eggs, use less milk in 
proportion to the amount of stewed 
pumpkin or squash, sweeten and 
flavor the same as when eggs are 
used. 

Doughnuts—One cup butlormilk or 
good sour milk, 1 level teaspoon 
soda, half cup sugar, flavor with 
nutmeg or lemon or half of each. 
Sumo prefer ginger or cinnamon. Use 
flour to make as soft as can bo eas¬ 
ily handled. Cut out land fry in 
deep fat. 

Raisin Cake—One cup sweet milk, 
half cup butter, or other shortening, 

2 cups flour. cups raisins cut in 
halves, 1 level teaspoon soda, half 
teaspoon each salt, cloves and cin- j 
namon. 

Cream Cookies—One cup cream, 1 
cup sugar, 1 teaspoon soda, a pinch 
salt, flavor with nutmeg or lemon. 
The amount of soda should be varied 
according to the sourness of the 
cream. Flour to make as soft as 
can be handled easily. Roll thin and 
bake carefully. 

Spiced Cookies—One-half cup each 
sugar and molasses, 1 heaping tea¬ 
spoon soda dissolved in 1 cup hot 
water, 2-3 cup shortening, one tea¬ 
spoon each ginger, cinnamon and 
cloves. Flour as for cream cookies. 

Gingpr Snaps—Two teaspoons 
soda, two tablespoons boiling water, 
five tablespoons melted lard, salt 
and ringer to taste. Put in a cup 
nnd All with molasses. Add anoth¬ 
er cup molasses and flour to mix 
stiff. Roll thin. All cookies need 
careful attention in baking. some 
persons HM-* them soft and others 
brown and crisp. 

Baked Indian Pudding—In n 2 -qt. 
pudding dish heat o^e qt. milk to 
the boiling point. Stir in carefully 
three tablespoons sifted meal, half 
teaspoon salt, half cun molasses, one 
teaspoon cinnamon, hnlf cup raisms. 
When partly baked add another 
quart of milk. Hake 3 or 4 hours 
We use creamery milk after it como9 
from the separator. 

HELPS IN THE KITCHEN. 

The stove will not need to be pol¬ 
ished so often if it is carefully rub¬ 
bed aftei each meal with newspaper 
softened between the hands; and 
when it is necessary to polish it the 
polish will last longer if the black¬ 
ing is mixed with turpentine bi- 
strong coffee instead of water. 

The following is a reliable recipe 
for making baking powder at home: 
Mix well together six ounces of tar¬ 
taric acid, eight ounces best baking 
soda and one quart of best flour; 
then sift five or six times through a 
fine sieve and keep in a can closely i 
covered. 

A teaspoonful of baking powder in 
mashed potatoes is a wonderful aid 
in making them fluffy and light, and 
when making flour batter cakes the 
baking powder should never be stir¬ 
red in until just before frying, as it 
will make the batter much lighter. 

To clean coffee and teapots fill 
them with cold water; add to this 
some baking soda land boil until the 
stain is removed, Mien rinse out with 
clear hot water, and place in the 
sunshine.

Catarrh—Catarrh in poultry close¬ 
ly resembles the common "cold in 
the head” of man. It is accom¬ 
panied by sneezing, difficult breath¬ 
ing and watery discharge from the 
nostrils, and is apt to develop into 
roup. Among the causes are lack of 
ventilation, draughts, dampness,, ex¬ 
posure, and improper care and feed¬ 
ing*. The prevention and treatment 
are much the same as for roup. 

Roup.—The following are some of 
the symptoms of the various stages 
of this infectious disease: puffed or 
swollen eyelids, watery discharge 
from the eyes and nose; eyes swollen 
and closed by offensive cheesy mat¬ 
ter, thick gelatinous discharge from 
the eyes and none; frothy mucos in 
the mouth and throat, throat cov¬ 
ered with thick choosy matter. 

IN THE EARLY STAGES 
of the disease the inflammation can 
be reduced by bathing the eyea ami 
face of the fowl with a mixture com¬ 
posed to equal parts of sweet oil 
and whiskey. The fowl should be 
removed from the flock and fed on 
soft food. If the disease has reach¬ 
ed the offensive stage the fowl 
should be killed, and the house dis¬ 
infected with sulphur fumes or u 
three per cent, solution of croolin 
to prevent the spread of the dis¬ 
ease. If it is desired to save a

Chickens contract the disease when 
allowed to run on-ground which has 
been infested with the gapeworm; 
the worms are conveyed from one 
bird to another through the medium 
of food and drink. When the worms 
have been destroyed by fumigation, 
it in advisable to remove the chick¬ 
ens to dry, uneontnminated ground, 
or if this is impossible, to plough or 
dig up the earth about the pens and 
to scatter air-slaked lime around. 
The disease is rarely present among 
chickens that are reared on well- 
drained soil, and away from the 
dampness about the farm buildings. 

Leg Weakness.—Leg weakness is 
found among chicks that ate housed 
in badly constructed brooders, over¬ 
fed with unsuiteuble food, or not al¬ 
lowed sufficient exercise on an earth 
floor. Chicks that are affected 
should be placed on ground that is 
covered with chaff, and animal food 
unci small grains made the principal 
part of their ration. 

In conclusion it may be said that 
at least one-half the cases \jf dis¬ 
eases in poultry arc due directly or 
indirectly to 'lice and other para¬ 
sites. CEickens that have had their 
vitality sapped by vermin fall an 
easy prey to diseases like catarrh 
and roup. There is not likely to bo 
much profit from a flock of poultry 
unless it is housed in clean and com¬ 
fortable quarters and kept free from 
lice and mites.

RED FLAG IN RUSSIA. 

An Armed Rising May Take Place 
at Any Time.

Street demonstrations increase in 
frequency in the provincial towns 
and have begun in Moscow and St. 
Petersburg. The people taking part 
in these demonstrations carry red 
flags and sing the ‘Marseillaise” and 
the “Hymn of Liberty.” The lat¬ 
ter parodies the national anthem in 
the opposite sense. It is even stat¬ 
ed that a central organization that 
is working against the Government 
has its headquarters in South Rus¬ 
sia, that it has numerous branches, 
and that it is perfecting plans for an 
armed rising simultaneously in the 
rebellious areas. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent 
of the London Express, dealing with 
the situation says:—"The red flag of 
revolution is waving all over Russia. 
A general rising niuv be precipitated 
at any moment. I believe that the 
first news of a heavy disaster to the 
Russian arms in the East will herald 
such a rising os will r.hake the bur¬ 
eaucracy to its foundations*”

[ LEAN MEAT FOR HENS. 

• There is no hoiibt about meat mak¬ 
ing liens lay, but, ns an exchange 
puts it, when feeding meut to hens 
do not use that portion which is 
fat. The object of feeding meat to 
hens is to supply them with nitro¬ 
gen and not fat, as the grain con¬ 
tains all the fut and starch required 
by them. If fat is fed. it does not 
assist in any manner to provide ma¬ 
terial for eggs, but rather retard* 
than assists laying. The cheap por¬ 
tions ()f beef, such as the neck, arc 
better for fowls, than the choicest 
fat and le.m steak. Blood is excel¬ 
lent for fowls and cun be fol to them 
by niiiuug it with their soft food. The

! of lean meat; as the moat is sub¬ 
jected to heavy pressure at u high 
temperature, most oi tin? fat is re- 
mo ved.

The method of combat is peculiar. The 
beak and wings alone are used, the 
combatants catering each other with 
their beaks by the skin of the head and 
beating each other with their strong 
wings. 

Having once chosen his male, the 
dove, with an occasional exception, re¬ 
mains constant to her through life. The 
occasional instances of infidelity cause 
discord in the coop, for when one 
pigeon tires of his male and seeks an¬ 
other he meets a vigorous protest from 
the companion of the bird which lie 
covets. When they have agreed to 
spend their lives together Mr. and Mrs. 
Dove select a box and the laying be¬ 
gins. The parent birds may then be 
less than eight months old.—Era Mag¬ 
azine.

Menl* at One Time Were llemilntetl 
by Statute In Knulnnil. 

On Nov. 2 , 333d, a law cm no inti 
force in England for the regulation ot 
meals and continued to have a place on 
tile statute book until 3S.YT. It was de¬ 
signed to check the evils resulting from 
an excessive use of costly meats and 
euacted that no one should partake at 
any place or lime (except on sped lied 
festivals and holidays to the number 
of sixteen days a yeaV) of more than 
two courses, each not consisting of 
more than two sorts of victuals, either 
flesh or fish, with the common sorts of 
pottage, and Inexpensive sauce. On 
named feast days three courses were 
allowed. 

This law was an extension of ail or¬ 
dinance issued by Edward II. in 3335 
regulating the meals of his nobles, the 
greater of whom were allowed in ad¬ 
dition to two courses of two kinds of 
meat a side dish of one sort. 

An act of 3393 enacts that servants, 
artisans and laborers “shall he served 
to cat and drink once a day of flesh or 
fish and remnant of other victuals, as 
of butter, milk and cheese, according 
to their station in life,”—London Tele- 
grafdi.

They Wore Founded In 008 l»y the 
ArehhlNliop of Canterbury. 

Theodore, archbishop of Canterbury 
In (JOS, Is regarded as the founder of 
the parochial system. Parishes were 
originally measured by and made to 
follow tho lines of existing townships, 
a parish being, in short, the township 
In its ecclesiastical character. Where 
a township was too small to require 
or to support u separate church and 
priest two or more townships were 
united to form one parish.

In spite of this theory it is a fact that 
as late as the sixteenth and the be¬ 
ginning of the seventeenth century a 
Catherine I’arr signed her namo with¬ 
out any clmngo. though she had been 
twice inurried. We also hear of Lady 
Jnno Grey, not Dudley, and Arabella 
Stuart, not Seymour, etc. Som 6 think 
that the custom originated with the 
Scriptural Idea that the husband and 
wife are one. This was the rule of 
law ns far back ns 1208, and it was de¬ 
cided in the case of Hon versus Smith 
in the reign of Elizabeth that a woman 
by marriage loses her former name 
and legally receives the name of her 
husband.

Cristinas Plum Pudding—An Eng* 
llsh friend gives this as Queen Vic¬ 
toria's favorite Christmas pudding, 
for which recipe she gave a prize of 
two guineas. One lb, seeded raisins, 

$ lb. stale bread crumbs, quarter ib. 
flour, i lb. brown Bugar, 1 lb, cur¬ 
rants, half lb. minced candied oruugo 
peel, 1 lb. chopped suet, ono tea¬ 
spoon salt, 5 eggs, half tumbler cof¬ 
fee or brandy, half nutmeg and the 
grated peel of a lemon. Mix hour 
fruit and spices well, add the crumbs 
and suet, beut the eggs, add to them 
the codec or brandy. Pour over the 
dry ingredients and mix thoroughly. 
Pack in greased molds, and steam 
eight hours, and two hours longer 
when wanted for use. To serve, place 
a sprig of holly on the top, and 
surround with alcohol, which set 
fire to, and cany to the table sur¬ 
rounded with a wreath of flame. 
Serve with orange sauce : Mix tho 
yolks of 4 eggs with half cup of su¬ 
gar and the juice and grated rind of 
half an orange. Stir over the Are 
until the custard coats the spoon. 
Serve hot. 

Stuffed Dates—These arc vory ni 0 
for a Christmas dainty. Cut dates 
in two, lengthwise. Remove the 
pits and fill the cavity with tho fol¬ 
lowing mixture; then press the two 
halves together and roll them in 
granulated sugar. Filling : One 
beaten white of egg thickened with 
powdered sugar and chopped nuts 
until it will mold into a pit for the 
date. About 75 dates can bo. fixed 
with one white of egg. 

Holiday Pudding—Take 1 quart I 

stale bread broken into bits without 
crusts, and dry in the oven. Pour 
over the bread 1 qt. rich sweet milk 
und let stand one hour. Add three 
beaten eggs, half cup currant, plum 
or quince jelly, melted. 1 cup browfi 
sugar. half cup strained hone 3 F or 
maple syrup, hall cup chopped suet 
or butter, one lb. raisins, half lb.

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HOW TO GIVE CHBISTMAS GIFTS 

W'e have heard again and aguln 
from precept. Press, and pulpit t'hat 
charity is a sacred duty; that only 
he who give.**, and gives liberally, to 
those in need is fuliilling his obliga¬ 
tions to his fellow-man. 

There is another consideration of 
duty which is rarely considered, and 
that is t'he duty of obligation con¬ 
ferred. Be careful as to tho manner 
of your gift. Be carefujl how you 
put another under obligation to you 
—be very careful. 

There are many who make 'heir 
gifts gall and wormwood to -those 
who receive them. You know the 
sort—the women who make it a Point 
to soy: "Did you see Mary in last 
little frock I gave her?" and '.he men 
who say boastingly: "I educated that 
boy. sir!” 

These loud reiterations of favors 
conferred are terribly hard to a sen¬ 
sitive person. But should tlie recipi¬ 
ents of such advertised favors revolt, 
and refuse to receive anything fur¬ 
ther from the hands of their self- 
styled benefactors, then they are ac¬ 
cused of the rankest and blackest in¬ 
gratitude. 

Tactful giving is an art which few 
acquire. The cOiief requisites of it 
are a desire to be genuinely kind and 
useful to another, a perfectly natural 
manner when giving the favor, and 
afterwards an apparent forgetfulness 
that such a thing has ever been 
done. For many a trifling gift there 
has been exacted thrice its worth in 
»i>oken gratitude. An exaggerated 
gratitude fs never real. And no one 
likes to feel that the oerson who 
gave him anything Is wondering why 
he does not say more about the gift.

HOW DID JVE GET CHIUSTMAS? 

Tlie decorated Christmas tree, lad¬ 
en with presents, will soon be the 
very general centre of attraction in 
the homes and churches of America. 
But why do we got this green fir- 
tree from the mountain-side, and 
place it in our homes, to dispense 
its joy to young and x»ld? 

When we study the localities where 
this part of the Christmas celebra- 
| tion was first introduced, and is 
; most prevalent, we shall notice that 
it is a distinctively German custom. 
!t)ne hundred years ago we might 
have found the goose and the mistle¬ 
toe in the Virginia colonies, in the 
i Knickerbocker settlement of Now 
I Amsterdam. Santa Claus, gued 
■ heilig man, distributed his myster¬ 
ious packages. In Pennsylvania the 
Christmas tree was then already held 
in veneration, and, with the* spread 
of the German element, has now be¬ 
come well-nigh universal. We must 
then look to das Vatcrland for the 
origin of this peculiar custom. 

The old Teutonic and Snxcon races 
in Central and Northern Europe, be¬ 
fore the introduction and spread of 
Christianity, had u great veneration 
for trees. They would never will¬ 
ingly damage them. Under large 
trees, especially old oaks, the great 
councils were held and judgment 
given; and the graves of this people 
were found in groves.—they always 
being buried under the roots of a 
^tree This all was the result of a 
superstition that their gods lived in 
( thoso trees. In the linden-tree Ber- 
' chtu“ dwelt, a benign spirit who 
| took charge of the babies, and rock- 
I ed their cradles when the nurses fell 
j asleep; in the oak. Dollar, the Ihun- 
| der-god; in the willows, ull sorts of 
s. irits; in the elder-trees, the dwarfs. 

! Whenever the festivals of these gods 
were celebrated, their trees were de¬ 
corated with lights, wreaths, uml 
questen (tassels), and offerings wore 
hung in the branches, which, how- 
: ever, were plundered again when the 
| festival was over, the guds boing 
I supposed only to appropriate the 
i best. 

j One of the principal festivals was 
; the J cel feast (prounced Yule), 
i “Joel" means “wheel," and repre- 
! sents the sun, which at the end of 
j the year is standing lowest, and then 
again commences to rise. It was 
; in honor of the god of light. Wuo- 
tan, and lasted twelve nights, from 
j December 25th to January Oth. 

. Every work was suspended. The go 's 
J were said to walk on ,earth. and 
; every man had to he at; peace with 
: his neighbor if he woul^Vhpt recei e 
I an unpleasant visit from ionic dark 
I deities. Yule-logs (yet in England) 
i were burned on the heurth, and burn- 
i ing wheels were sent rolling from the 
mountain-sides; and in front of the 
doors fir-trees were planted, and 
decorated with lights, and garlands, 
and o "©rings,—these tre s being chos¬ 
en because the only ones green in 
winter-time, signifying that nature 
is not entirely dead.

CHRISTMAS IN I 
BETHLEHEM 

By far the most interesting and 
impressive Christmas Day I have 
ever spent, said a widely-known Lon¬ 
don clergyman, was the one I spent 
about a dozen years ago in Bethle¬ 
hem, I chanced to bo in Jerusalem 
in December, and I could not resist 
the temptation of passing one Christ¬ 
mas Day in my life in the very place 
whore Christ was born, and the mem¬ 
ory of this day is a very treasured 
possession, I can tell you. 

I was one of thousands of pilgrims 
who on the lovely but cold morning 
of December 25th, 1891, streamed 
out of the Jaffa Gate of Jerusalem, 
on their way to Bethlehem, which, 
as you may know, lies almost due 
south, about six miles away as the 
crow flies, over a range of hills. And 
a motley, picturesque crowd it was 
of a dozen nationalities, some driv¬ 
ing in rickety vehicles, othors riding 
on donkeys or apologies for horses, 
but the great majority on foot— an 
endless stream of pilgrims far as the 
eye could see. 

A two hours' walk brought me to 
the quaint, old-world little town, 
in its setting of olive groves and 
f'g trees, nestling among the Judean 
hills, and looking so old and hoary 
that one might well believe it is un¬ 
changed since Christ first opened h;s 
eyes on it. But that day the nar¬ 
row streets, so narrow that one 
could almost shake hands across 
any of them, were already full of life 
and color. 

Passing through the market-place, 
where is the world-famous Church of 
the Nativity, I followed the stream 
of people until I found myself one of 
the crowd in the Field of the Shep¬ 
herds, the very feld in which, so 
traditmn says the shepherds were 
watc^ig their flocks that memor¬ 
able night more than nineteen cen¬ 
turies ago. And bitterly cold work 
it must have been if it was anything 
like some of the nights I spent in 
Jerusalem. 

In the fields were priests engaged 
in blessing the pilgrims; and after 
receiving my benediction I hurried 
back to Bethlehem in time to wit¬ 
ness the procession of priests and 
people to the Church of the Nativity. 
At the head of the procession walk¬ 
ed the Patriarch of Jerusalem. a 
stately, impressive figure in rich, 
even gorgeous, vestments, with a 
bodyguard of almost equally splen¬ 
did priests bearing aioft towering 
co miles and magnificent bn am; s. 
while behind came a most pictures¬ 
que medley of priests and people! 

One by one these hundreds of wor- 
shi. pers filed through the low. nar¬ 
row door leading into the church— 
for the door is so smnll that only 
one person can enter at a time and 
he must sloop—until the buil ing 
was full almost to suffocation. Here 
in a church which is said to ha 1 o 
been built by Constantine more than 
seven cent ries before William t e 
Conqueror landed on orr shores, an I 
which certain y looks its age. s •»- 
vices are held all through Christmas 
Pay and night until the dawn broils 
the Patriarch hiu self celebiat ng 
mass at midnight. 

From the church and its riignifle I 
and solemn service I found my way 
into the famous “Grotto of the 
Nativity," a chamber, once a 
nl cave, v Ith walls of marble, o»TH 
brilliantly illuminated by thirty 
magnifi e t brass-lamps hanging from 
the ceiling. which bring out the 
splem’id coloring of the pi'-tur s il¬ 
lustrating Christ's life, with which 
the walls are richly adorned. 

Here, indeed, if ogend be tree, we 
are standing on holy ground: for but 
a few paces away, approached by a 
Tight of Steps, is the very s'-cne of 
our Saviour’s birth. It is blit a

D»P them 
in a plain og chocolate croam fon¬ 
dant; or they may form the insioo 
of nut candies; use whole or chopped 
Shell the peanuts, rub off the brown 
skin; roll not too fine with a rolling- 
pin on a bread board. r 

To make peanut camJy, stir coa “ 
stantly over a hot fire one pound 
of granulated sugar; when melted 
and a light brown add a pint of 
rolled poanuts; mix, and roll out 
quickly, first dusting the board with 
a little of the dry material. Cut 
into squares, and when cold break 
apart for peanut brittle.

Put al 
theso on greased papers in a drj 
place until next day. 

To make creamed English walnuts 
roll a piece of fondant the size of an 
almond; put it on one-half of the 
walnut and press it down with an¬ 
other half and with the index finger 
of your right hand pack it into the 
little crevices, giving it a finished 
look. 

Put bits of nuts left over and some 
pine into a square greased baking- 
pan. Melt a pound of sugar in a 
dry saucepan over the fire, stirring 
constantly. When straw-colored 
pour it over the nuts and stand 
them aside.

It frequently barmens 
that th*» inlet and the otitle| of the 
bullet arc merely co'ercd with medi¬ 
cated gau/e which i« fixed in posi¬ 
tion with strips of slickin ’- plaster, 
and that is all the bandaging re¬ 
quired.

I REGION OF CAVE DWELLERS. 

I Caves abound in Karangaliape and 
all at one time or other served as 
living places for the Taupo natives, 
who were cave dwellers' at the nu- 
i live land court of Taupo twenty 
years ago the old warrior Hitiri To 
Paerata said;— 

! “1 was born in a cave at Kawak- 

aw’a. At Waihaha there i9 a cave 
called Oruawaikaha belonging to two 
tribes. The chief and his father are 
buried there. At Karangaliape 
point is a cave which was used as a 
pa (fortress) and ca'led Omumutu." 

There are other interesting records 
of the same character, showing that 
these caves served as birth ami death 
places and fortified abodes of the 
Maoris, who distinguished them by 
names, as they do houses and even 
trees, 

('lore to Karangaliape cliffs is a 
native settlement, which numbers ’ 
nmong its residents the old Chief 
I'itiri. Hitiri is a warrior of proud 
ancestry, the hero of many valiant 
battles. In 1804 he led the hope-1 
loss defense of Ornkau pa. which 
fc»M to an overwhelming British force 
un 'er General Cameron. Hitiri’a 
father and other relatives were kill¬ 
ed, but he and his sister, who was 
wo' n ’ed escaped. i 

These so’e survivors of the fight i 
still entertain travellers with ac¬ 
counts of how they held the fort 
against tremendous odds, and finally 
succi'e'ed in breaking through the 
line of military in their escape. 

An abiding charm of Taupo Lake 
is the diversity of its shores. Water¬ 
falls. valleys, ra' P's, boiling springs 
and icy fountains lend variety to the 
western line, which is enhanced by 
line stretches of primeval bush, in 
many places sloping down to the 
water.. 

In summer time the stately branch¬ 
es of the Christmas «rec wave their 
gorgeous crimson above the clear 
blue waters of the In’e. Along the 
eastern shore is a feast of flowers, 
nil peculiar to the place. Groves of 
native evergreens arc festooned with 
delicate lianas and in season beau¬ 
tified with the floss of the wild cle¬ 
matis. Then there is the yellow 
kowhai. which showers the lake and 
banks with a shawl of golden petals 
and which won the notice of Rud- 
y»rd Kipling in a poem that record¬ 
ed his visit to New Zealand.

He Is Solid, Taciturn, »D^roid ot 
Humor, and an Unbending 
Martinet. 

It is the bad luck of the Russiaas 
that during tho three great military 
crisis which they have had to face 
during the last half-century they have 
had to rely on men of foreign name 
and foreign blood to 1 pull them 
through with credit. It was Todleben, 
a man of Gorman origin, who held 
the southern Port Arthur, Sebesto- 
pol, against four nations for a year 
of unparalleled horror. It was the 
same German, Todleben, who ringed 
round Plevna with an irrefragable 
circle of stone and steel, after even 
the human whirlwind. Skobeleff, had 
failed to break in; and it is a man 
of the same race, tho "German" Sto- 
essel, who has held Port Arthur 
throughout the awful agony of all 
these months. Yet Anatolli Mikhail- 
ovitch Stoesscl, though' tho bearer of 
a German name, has probably assi¬ 
milated as much of tho Slav a» it i® 
possible for a German to do. His 
family traditions are inseparably 
bound an with Russia and Russia’s 
army, iris grandfather, General Ivan 
Stoesscl. fought against Napoleon 
and governed Czarskoo Solo; his fa¬ 
ther. Mikhail Stoeesol. joined the 
Orthodox Church and served in the 
Emperor’s llhlan Guards; ancl ho 
himself, born fifty years ago, servod 
not without distinction in the Russo- 
Turki&K War. Yet as late as 1900 
St.oessol was known only as com¬ 
mander of a Siberian Rifle Regiment; 
and his chance did not come until 
the Boxer rising, when He was ths 
first commander to enter Tien-Tsin, 
and rose to the rank of major-general 
for dash displayed in the attack on
